I’ve always dreamed of going on an Olivia Cruise. A cruise ship 
with hundreds of lesbians out in the ocean, Whoeee! Well, last 
March my friend Ann won a 2 for 1 opportunity to go on an Olivia 
Cruise to the Bahamas. She asked me to split it with her. After all 
these years of being a broke single mom of two... how could I say 
no!!! 

So I ran around last minute, getting the paperwork together, I 
could write a column just about that, but I’ll skip ahead and get to 
the good part. First though, before the sun comes the storm. Our 
flight to Ft Lauderdale by way of LVIA and then Philly Airport in 
early April, was postponed due to extreme amounts of thunder and 
rain (remember?). They put us on a later flight, then they called 
again putting us on a later flight, then all flights that night were 
cancelled. Time to panic! We were going to miss the boat, literally! 
We finally just drove to Philly at 4am to catch our original 
connecting 6am flight. Whew! 

On Sunday we arrived in Florida at the ship, thinking we were 
early, but everyone else had the same idea. There was an 
enormous line of lovely ladies in shorts and summer wear and 
here we were in our heavy jackets.

There were women in their 20s all the way up to 80s. Olivia staff 
snapped pictures. By the way, for those of you that think L Word 
shaped lesbians aren’t real, I have news for you. My chubby self 
was way in the minority and not only because I am Latina. Wow! 

Anyway, that first night the entertainment was Melissa 
Etheridge, who did an awesome performance and looked totally 
cute with her extremely short hair just growing in from chemo. 
(She’s recovering from breast cancer.) Catch fotos at 
www.bstrongspeaktru.com. Then she left the ship and we left the 
shore. Other entertainment included comedians: Suzanne 
Westenhoeffer, Amy Boyd and Vicki Shaw. Olivia also brings on 
new singers beginning their careers. My two favorites were Ellis 
(www.ellis-music.com) and Nedra (www.nedrajohnson. com). 
They also have an Olivia Idol game talent search on every cruise. 
There were a multiplicity of performance stages, bars, lounges 
and restaurants throughout the ship. Three swimming pools, (two 
outdoors, one indoors) with Jacuzzis galore and even a basketball 
court. Contests, games and my favorite... two parties every 
evening. Those of you who know me, know I danced every night. 
Let’s not talk about food because there was sooooo much of it 
(food is included). Walking around the ship gives you ample 
opportunitesfor exercise, but yes, you will gain weight. 

There was an exciting Women’s Leadership Summit with such 
well known speakers as Billie Jean King, Carole Mosely Braun 
and Chrissy Gephardt.

We adopted him through an 
agency called Adoptions from the Heart, which not only 
supports adoptions by same-sex parents but also promotes 
adoption of mixed race children.

Though thousands of families seek 
to adopt children, the chances for adoption of non-white 
children is low. For all of the mixed race and African American 
babies being born, there were only 24 couples or single 
parents who were part of the “mixed race adoption program,” 
working with the agency that helped us adopt Lucas.

MONDAY MORNINC 
QUARTERBACK: THE ELECTION 

I’m not on the board of PA-GALA any more, but I 
always have an opinion about everything, so let’s talk 
about the Primary election. 

PA-GALA endorsed Ed Pawlowski won the Democratic 
nomination for Mayor of Allentown. I strongly feel that Ed has a 
sincere commitment to GLBT equality and an excellent knowledge 
of the way Allentown City government works. Both Siobahn “Sam” 
Bennett and Louie Belletieri also confirmed their support of GLBT 
rights in interviews and their PA-GALA questionnaires. I just wish 
that in the last three years, any of these three had taken a few 
minutes to make a public statement in favor of the Allentown Anti- 
DiscriminationOrdinance. 

Making a strong statement in favor of the ordinance does happen 
to be something winner of the Republican nomination for Lehigh 
County Executive Jane Ervin, has done in the past. Ervin lent her 
name to fight the petition to repeal the ordinance in 2002 and also 
called Harrisburg to express support of the Hate Crimes Bill. Ervin 
has frequently spoken at the Pride festival, even when it was not an 
election year. 

Meanwhile the Democratic winner, former Mayor of Bethlehem 
Don Cunningham, has never said a public word in favor of GLBT 
rights, not even when Fred "God Hates Fags” Phelps was in town. 
Though Cunningham has signed proclamations for Pride Day (which 
I wrote in 1998), he has never come to a GLBT event. If Cunningham 
wants GLBT votes in this Lehigh County election, the least he can do 
is lobby his friend Mayor John Callahan and Bethlehem City Council 
to introduce and pass an anti-discrimination ordinance that would 
ensure non-bias in Bethlehem in employment, housing and public 
accommodations based on sexual orientation and gender identity. If 
you see Don Cunningham, be sure to ask him. I know I will. 

Back to the Allentown Mayor campaigns. On the Republican side, 
Bill Heydt beat Dave Bausch. Baush’s “I’m a nice guy" campaign fell 
flat on GLBT voters since Bausch voted against our equal 
employment and housing rights. Bausch also signed the petition for 
a referendum to repeal the anti-discriminationlaw. Not so nice. 

As many of us know, Heydt never publicly supported an ordinance 
for equal rights while he was in office and he allowed his obsessively 
anti-gay City Solicitor Robert Daday to repeatedly remove anti-bias 
protections from police, fire and other city workers, even though they 
were mandated in Allentown’s City Charter. Let’s hope Bill Heydt 
makes a public pledge during his campaign, to avoid hiring city 
officials who display rampant homophobia. Nothing hurts a city’s 
progress more than someone seeking to overturn positive policies. 

For Allentown City Council, four top vote getters, Tom Burke (R), 
David Howells Sr. (D), Julio Guridy (D) and Mike D’Amore (D) all got 
PA-GALA's endorsement because they all either had solid records of 
pro-GLBT rights actions or supported those actions strongly in their 
questionnaires. 

In Bethlehem many people seem unhappy about the primary loss 
of City Councilman Ismael Arcelay (D). All I can say is, why the heck 
didn’t he address GLBT issues? Karen Dolan (D) did, was 
supportive, got the endorsementand won one of the four slots on the 
Bethlehem Council ticket. 

In the surprising Northampton County Executive race, Glenn 
Reibman (D) was so sure he’d win the nomination, he didn’t do much 
campaigning. Opponent John Stoffa (D), a four year PA-GALA 
member, turned in a supportive questionnaire. Most Northampton 
County GLBT voters voted for him.. .and he won. 

And!!! PA-GALA Political Director Steve Black, (one of Out 
Magazine’s Out 100 in 2002) won the nomination for Pen Argyl Tax 
Collector in a landslide victory. 

Stay tuned for more news on the candidates as we near the 
Novemberelection.

FIRE WITH FIRE 

We see activism in our community in diverse I 
and colorful ways. On May 1, we drove to the I 
Equality Forum in Philadelphia to recognize 
and honor the work of pioneer activists in the 
GLBT community (see photos on page 1.). 

The Sunday event culminated a week of seminars, 
workshops, street fairs, dinners and parties across 
Philadelphia, highlighting the visibility of GLBT people. It 
recognized the actions of forty individuals whose sacrifices 
and struggles have been pivotal in the civil rights successes 
for GLBT people in the United States, beginning with a group 
who protested the absence of GLBT civil rights in front of 
Independence Hall in Philadelphia on July 4, 1965, to 
present day activists like Bishop Gene Robinson, U.S. Rep., 
Col. Margarethe Cammermeyerand civil rights lawyers Kate 
Kendell and Evan Wolfson. 

It was a fun, well attended event marred only briefly by a 
minister shouting anti-gay rhetoric into a megaphone while a 
small band of followers with him carried anti-gay placards. 
The group had hardly begun their protest when another 
group from Philadelphia area MCCs and other churches 
surrounded them and continued to encircle them throughout 
the afternoon. The counter protesters sang upbeat hymns 
and traditional civil rights songs and some of them carried 
colorful flags, which I believe represented their various 
denominations. We were fortunate to be able to sit close to 
the stage so I had a front row seat, so to speak, to observe 
the protest during the stage events. It was amazing how the 
exuberance and joyful antics of the pro-GLBT counter 
protesters masked the hateful visual message of the minister 
and his followers and effectively silenced their voices during 
the ceremony, so that the nearly three hour program 
honoring the Gay Pioneers was not disrupted. 

This counter protest, somewhat like the Matthew Shepard 
“angels” project, was quite successful. These faith based 
activists did an exemplary job. They deserve to be 
recognized for the success of their efforts. After all, while we 
were enjoying the presentations and having an opportunity 
to see and hear the 40 pioneers and their representatives 
honored, these activists were working literally just behind the 
stage to ensure that the event was not disrupted. It is 
especially noteworthy that they were able to minimize 
publicity for the protesters. Surrounding the group limited 
photo opportunities. Counter protesting with hymns and 
religious symbols gave the visible effect to the media and 
most casual observers that this was simply a street 
performance by a lively rainbow religious group. 

A faith based group taking the responsibility to confront 
another faith based group seemed particularly apt. Afterall, 
who better to take on the challenge of debating expressions 
of faith, than people of faith? While many of us may have 
particular knowledge about the Bible and religion or are 
particularly skilled at debate, it will ultimately be people of 
faith who will successfully challenge other people of faith to 
genuinely acceptGLBTpeople as equals.
